our heads. Following this quite 
a number of witnesses saw two 
other bright lights in shape like 
a broad ribbon several feet long 
as they passed above the heads 
of the congregation, and finally 
disappeared. Another light was 
seen in the early morning before 
the service closed. ‘“‘Likeas of 
fire’ was seen at two of the cot- 
tages, one the same night and 
one the next night . 

Just after the first fire was 
seen the power of God was won- 
derfully demonstrated, as many 
and probably all were operated 
miraculously by theSpirit. Mes- 
Sages were given in tongues, 
and interpretations followed, 
when suddenly a sister under 
the influence of the Spirit took 
from the pulpit a Bible, opened 
it, and began to readin tongues 
from Rev. 18. We were sitting 
behind the pulpit, and opened 
our Bible and read alternately in 
English what she read in tongues 
until she completed the chapter, 
and when we read the last verse 
the speaker in to gues stopped as 
though she_ knew inteligently 
that we had reached the ene of 
the chapter, which evidently she 
did not know, but the spirit did. 
The messenger in tongues did 
not every time read. a whole 
verse, but we paused each time 
where she made the stop, and 
in tongues she would take up 
where she left off, and we would 
follow with the reading in the 
same manner until the chapter 
was finished. Immediately after 
reading this, which seemed to 
be a call to the people of God to 
get out of sectism, or the con- 
fusion of the common churches, 
the Spirit caught another sister

who was standing on the altor 
board, and demonstrated by signs | 
that were plainly understood 
by us, Which, aswe interpreted, 
added great blessing to the con- 
gregationlookingon. Thesigns, 
and pictures and tongues demon- 
strated plainly how when the 
called out ones left mystic Baby- 
lon, they would come to the 
Lord’s church and be closely 
joined and compacted—knit to- 
gether in love and caught up to 
meet the Lord in the air. At 
this jancture the Spirit began to 
sing, talk and demonstrate the 
truth contained in Isaiah 51:11, 
and Isaiah 52:8,9,10, showing 
how that prophesy would be full- 
filled, and the people were going 
to come with singing and great 
joy into the oneness for which 
Jesus prayed as recorded in John 
17. The picture was wonderful, 
and striking in the extreme. 
Words cannot describe the feel- 
ing that thrilled us as these 
things were so wonderful and 
plainly demonstrated in prophesy 
right before oureyes. This gives 
us great encouragement to press 
on, for God has set His seal 
on our Works in apostolic days. 
Heb. 2:3,4, was given as evidence 
or proof that they were right 
who first preached His Gospel, 
and we fell on safe ground when 
we give out the Word, and have 
the signs and wonders to follow 
which are according to the Bible. 
“And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with them, and confirm- 
ing the word with signs follow- 
ing.’’ Mark 16: 20. 

As we look back over this arti- 
cle we awake to the fact that 
we have not been able to 
describe the Pleasant Grove camp 
meeting with the many healed 
of their diseases sou! and body, 
‘‘chronic’’ seekers baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, and other good 
work done, 16 were baptized in 
water, one bishop, I. W. Ogle, 
ordained, brother Giles ordained 
deacon.

We said, although 
God may have said He was going 
to take the little child, or that 
she should die and not live, yet 
let us pray again, and’ask God 
to heal her for we believe He 
will hear us, and revoke the or- 
ders. We all knelt down and be- 
gan topray.

feel led to write to your paper 
some of my experience. I was con- 
- verted when young: lived an up and 
down life. Felt that my christian life 
was a failure, though tried to search 
the Scripture to see if’ Jesus was not 
able to save me.
